Fighting Forces 
Civilians to Fiee 


KABUU AFGHANISTAN (AFP) 
- Afghan civilians fled to Kabul 
yesterday from fighting on the 
front lines north of the ci^, while 
the Taliban Islamic militia pre- 
vented ofoers from leaving foe 
capital, witnesses said. 

"There is danger on this road 
due to fluting, therefore we don't 
let the people go out," said Taliban 
soldiers a\ a checkpoint. 

A Iarg6 crowd of pedestrians 
milled about around .the check-^ 
point in foe Khair Khona suburbs 
north of Kabul, many frustrated by 
the refusal of permission to pass to 
their home villages. 

On foe other side of the make- 
shift barrier, littered with the re- 
mains of broken cassette tapes of 
forbidden music, there was a 
lineup of 20-oJd trucks packed 
with civilians and their household 


belongings waiting to enter Kabul. 

"When we. have searched the 
trucks, they will be allowed to go 
. on to Kabul,” the Taliban said. 

Scores of civilians walked 
down the hill from ihe'checkpoini 
at Khair Khana Pass, many carry- 
ing chickens or driving goals and 
cattle before them. 

"We have come to foe city to 
escape the fighting," said a family 
group headed by a man carrying 
his two-year-old son. 

He said his family was from foe 
district of Sheka Dana, which is lo- 
cated near foe front lines 20 kilo- 
meters ( 1 3 miles) north of Kabul, 
where foe Taliban have been bat- 
tling the forces of the ex-Kabul 
government for foe past two 
weeks.

jlran’s Improved Economy 

'■7rom the very first day of the culmination of the Islamic 
^ Revolution, the Uz^ed States tried its best to undo 
what had been done by the oppressed nation of Iran. 

U.S. attitude and its many designs to domage the 
Islamic Republic did not surprise many people, least of 
all the father of the nation. Imam Khomeini, who once 
wamed the notion that "We are on the wrong path if the 
oppressive power, the U.S., stops plotting against us." 

The fact is that the U.S. along with certain other West- 
ern powers exploited Iron's lesouices for many decades 
during the subservient rule of the Shah. 

The 1979 Revolution eradicated the influence of op- 
pressive powers in Iran. So the anti-Iran reaction by the 
United States was quite natural. 

But the vrise leadership of the late Imam, and now 
Ayatollah Seyed Ali Khamenei, showed the right pxzth to 
the nation and this is the reason that all plots of the 
oppressive powers proved to be futile and useless. 

The pro-Zionist media painted such a distorted picture 
of Iron that it could be dijfficult for some to believe that 
despite U.S. sanctions lion s economy has stabilized and 
looks set to grow by up to four percent next year. 

The above comment was not made by an Iranian 
official or by an Iranian editorialist, but by the man in 
charge of World Bank's Iran Department. Daniel 
Ritchie, who on Friday painted a rosy picture of the 
future of the Iranian economy. Ritchie said the Iranians 
'have achieved a certain degree of macroeconomic 
stability.* 

The some r^ort by Reuters from Washiiigton quoting 
experts said, "The Iranians are feeling much more re- 
laxed about the economic situation having tackled their 
debt and foreign exchange crisis. They believe they can 
bypass sanctions.” 

Such a remark by a recognized economic expert 
proves the failure of the U.S. which imposed a trade and 
investment ban on Iran in 1995 on baseless cuid whimsi- 
cal allegations. 

Congress followed up in August with o low designed 
to punish non-U.S. firms investing $40 million or more in 
a year in Iron's energy sector. 

Washington did not receive any support for its hostile 
action against Iran and its closest allies resisted and 
opposed its iznilateraL, extraterritorial, illogical policy. 

As a result the so-called sanctions failed and Iran is 
now enjoying the all-out support of Eastern and Western 
countries, and its economic condition is improring daily 
and the day is not for when Tehran will become a real 
regional economic powerhouse.

Ahmad Husseini. director gen- 
eral of the Foreign Nationals and 
Expatriates Department of the liv 
terior Ministry added that Iran has 
presided all facilities including 
foodstuffs and other necessities for 
the refugees who volunteered to 
return home. 

He said that in case the crisis 
continues in Northern Iraq, the 
transfer of refugees from the buffer 
zone on border regions to camps 
will be possible if only necessary 
facilities and credits are provided 
by international organizations. 

So far 70 billion rials has been 
disbursed for construction of 
camps, erection of tents, distribu- 
tion of blankets, foodstuffs, gar- 
ments and construction of medical 
centers.

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WASHINGTON, U.S.A. (Reuter) 
- Despite U.S. sanctions Iran's 
econon^' has stabilized and ibok^ 
set to grow by up to four percent 
next year, economists forecasL 

"They’ve circled the wagons,” 
said Daniel Ritchie, head of the 
World Bank’s Iran DepartmenL 

"They have achieved a certain 
degree of macroeconomic stabil- 
ity,” he told Reuters. 

Senior economists and political 
analysts who did not want to be 
identified, agreed. 

"The Iranians are feeling much 
more relaxed about the economic 
situation having tackled their debt 
and foreign exchange crisis," one 
economist said. "They believe they 
can bypass sanctions. Unilateral 
sanctions are rarely effective, and 
even then, only at the margins." 

Washington imposed a trade 
and investment ban on Iran in 1 995 
accusing it of sponsoring terrorism 
and seeking nuclear weapons, 
charges denied by Tehran. Con- 
gress followed up in August with a 
law punishing non-U.S. firms in- 
vesting S40 million or more in a 
year in Iran’s energy sector. 

This has irked some Europeans 
and East Asians who favor a "criti- 
cal dialogue" with the Islamic Re- 
public, which they view as a 
potential regional economic super- 
power

quires Washington to pick two out 
of six sanctions against offending 
foreign firms, is still far from being 
implemented, officials say. 

But U.S. ofHcials rule out any 
softening of U.S. policy under a 
second term Clinton a^inistra- 
tion, saying they see no sign that 
Tehran is willing to change its 
stance on political violence and nu- 
clear weapons or temper its hostil- 
ity to the Arab-Israeli peace 
process. 

Few foreign governments are 
prepared to anger Washington by 
openly flouting sanctions but for 
eign investors are keen to register 
their interest even if they do not 
commit funds at this stage, econo- 
mists say. 

Some draw an analogy with Vi- 
etnam in die 1980s when U.S. 
firms were barred from dealing 
with the Communist state but 
Asian and European finns moved 
in, recognizing its economic po- 
tential. 

Iran's potential is still years 
away froin being realized. It has 
lost one third of its economy since 
the ] 979 Revolution. 

But ii straddles the great trade 


routes of Central Asia, sits on the 
world’s second largest natural gas 
reserves and exports about 2.5 mil- 
lion barrels of oil per day. 

They are not ^ere yet,” said a 
senior economisL "But they dug 
themselves out of a balance of pay- 
ments hole in 1994. Whai they 
need now* is an exit policy from 
deflation.” 

Economists predict that gross 
domestic product (GDP), the 
measure of the economy's output 
of goods and services, will grow 
between 3.5 and 4.0 percent in 
1997, the same as this year's fore- 
cast growth.

of gas in the country will hit 160 
minion cu. m per day. said Ham- 
dollah Mohammadnejod, dqiuty 
oil minisier and mana^g director 
of Iran National Gas Company 
(INGC) here yesterday. 

Mohammadnejod who was ad- 
dressing the press said during the 
firsi phase of its operation the 
refinery will produce 17m cu. m 
inert (sweet) gas per day. 

”268 towns in the country are 
presently receiving piped gas 
which will be increased to 350 
towns by the end of the Second 
l^an (1999).” said the managmg 
director of INGC adding that the 
nation’s need for gas during the 
lirsi 9 months of this year amounts 
to 1 10 to 120 million cu. per day. 

He said the country’s mareroe- 
conmic plan c^ls for meuing the 
domestic needs and exporting the 
surplus and that the P^ Jonoobi 
Gas Field will be a major exporter 
once operational with a total out- 
put of 75 million cu. m per day. 

"The tirst phase of this gas field 
which will go on stream in 1999 


will pttxiuce 2Sm cu. m gas per 
day and after four years dK second 

and third will be cjqitoiied, ” Mo- 
hammaiiKilBd sakL 

He said priority for expon win 
be given to neighboring countries 
such as Turkey, Pakistan. Nak- 
hichevan and then India. 

With the commencement of ex- 
pon of gas to Turkey from Sep- 
tember 1999. die nation will haiv 
an annual income of SI million 
which will be increased. 

He said at the end of the First 
Plan 29 billion cu. m natural gas 
was produced which will jump to

T extile industry' in its different 
branches sudi as fabrics 
weaving for protection of the body 
from cold and heat up to die carpet 
weaving is considered a native and 
traditional industry in our country. 
However thanks to advanced tech- 
nology, this industry has takoi 
leave of its tradition^ shape and 
modem machineiy has replaced 
handmade traditional looms. 

In order to get further ac- 
quainted with the manufticturing 
of such textile machinery, we had 
an interview with engineer Karim 
Kaviani, the managing director of 
Kaviani Textile Machine Manu- 
facturing Factory (K.T.M.M.C.), 
which has approximately SO years 
experience in the field of fabrica- 
tion of spinning and weaving 
looms. Besides Mr. Kaviani is a 
member of the Textile Industrial 
Association. 

During the interview Kaviani 
insisted that their machines should 
speak for themselves and not pub- 
licly. 

O. As the first fowukr of textile 
machines manufacturing compare 
in Iran, please gfve us an CKcount 
of the history of establishment of 
your fact&y and your nature of 
operation? 

A. Kaviani Textile Machine 
Manufacturing Factory 

(K.T.M.M.C.) was established in 
the year 1951 by Abdolrahim 
Kaviani. The products of tiiis fac- 
tory can be divided into two peri- 
ods: 

The first period began in 1951 
and continued until 1978. During 
that period the factory was fabri- 
cating four shuttle plaid weaving 
looms with a maximum reel of be- 
tween 120 to 160 cm. During tiiis 
period approximately 1,0(X) weav- 
ing looms were produced and de- 
livered to tile market which .are 
being used in the majority of weav- 
ing factories in Yazd and Isfahan. 
Besides the ifoove looms,warpers, 
bobbin winders and rolling-on 
M/C. which are used in weaving 
industry, were also produced by 
K.T.M.M.C. at tiiat time. .How- 
ever, in order to expand tile ftu>- 
toiy '$ technology and acquire new 
skills, the spinning and weaving

Q. How does your quality and

,vals? 

A. Due to foe limitations in 
foe fabrication of machinery in the 
country, we must assess our do- 
mestic looms within that perspec- 
tive. As a result, our looms which 
are used in foe country may be 
superior in quality with their foF 
eign rivals.

These rockets exploded harm- 
lessly in the desert well away from 
the batteries of multi-barrel rocket 
launchers and Howitzers that the 
Taliban have deployed on the new 
road. 

The rockets were fired by the 
ex-Kabul government forces of 
ousted President Burhanuddrn 
Rabbani under the command of 
Ahmad Shah Masood. 

The forces of Masood and his 
ally, northern warlord Abdul 
Rashid Dostam, are based near the 
new road at Bagram air base, 50 
kilometers (31 miles) north of 
Kabul, from where several unsuc- 
cessful attempts have been made to 
advance against the Taliban. 

Taliban claimed their front line 
was only one and a half kilometers 
from Sagrani air base, but inde- 
pendent verification of these 
claims was not possible. 

Oostam. speaking to a journal- 
ist from Iran's Jomhouri-Eriami 
newspaper, has called for a "mod- 
erate Islamic regime" in Kabul and 
said the anti-Taliban alliance "ac- 
cepts no plan before the total with- 
drawal" of the fundamentalist 
militia from the capital. 

Dostam also criticized Paki- 
stan's support for the Talibari, say- 
ing Islamabad was acting as 
"represenutives" of the militia. 

"We believe Pakistan is trying 
to keep the Taliban in Kabul and hs 
because of this that we insist on 
their withdrawal," he said, adding 
that fighting "will continue against 
the Taliban until their departure." 

Dostam reiterated his charges 
that Pakistani tanks and aircraft 
were supporting Taliban in combat 
near Kabul. Kandahar in south- 
western Afghanistan and Jalala- 
bad, 50 kilometers (90 miles) from 
Kabul.

CIA Orders Review of Persian Gulf War 
Chemical Weapons Cover-Up Charges 


WASHINGTON, U.S.A. (AFP) - 
The CIA said it will probe charges 
it covered up Persian Gulf War 
chemical vve^ons exposure re- 
ports. but a former CIA walvst 
who started the controversy ridi- 
culed the idea of the agency inves- 
tigating itself 

The Central Intelligence 
Agency, during an extraordinary 
press conference at its suburban 
Washington headquarters, ordered 
the inquiry Friday and released 
nearly 400 related documents it 
had been holding for months on the 
subject. 

But even before the moves were 
announced, a Washington publish- 
er had posted the documents inde- 
pendently on the Internet. 

Pressure for the documents' re- 
lease mounted after two former 
CIA analysts charged this week 
that the agency was covering up 
evidence of chemical weapons ex- 
posures during the 1 99 1 war. and 


retaliated against them when they 
pursued Che issue. 

CIA Executive Director Nora 
Slatkin emphaticaily denied the al- 
legations by Patrick and Robin Ed- 
dington. a husband and wife ream 
who went public w ith their charges 
Wednesday in an interview with 
the New York Times, 

"Nevertheless, these are serious 
allegations." Slatkin said. "There- 
fore. the director of Central Intelli- 
gence has underscored his 
commitment to the American pub- 
lic to leave no stone unturned by 
directing the CIA inspector general 
to review these allegations." 

Patrick Eddington ridiculed 
Slatkin’s request for a CIA inspec- 
tor-general's inquiry. 

"The notion of the CIA investi- 
gating itself is simply not credible. 
We need to have the Congress of 
the United States, in a bipartisan 
fashion, investigate this,” Ed- 
dington said. -

signed from the C(A. have accused 
top ofncials of seeking to suppress 
evidence (har Iraq attacked Ameri- 
can inx»ps with nerve gas during 
the 1991 conflict. 

Slatkin said the CIA put 369 
documents back on the Internet 
Thursday, more than nine months 
after they had been removed Irom 
a Pentagon website for Persian 
Gulf War veterans because of con- 
cerns they could compromise 
sources and methods. 

Slatkin siud diose concerns 
were legitimate, but once the docu- 
ments had been put on the Internet 
independently Thursday by Insig- 
nia USA, the Washington publish- 
er, there was no reason not to 
restore diem. 

Another 21 documents from a 
batch of 38 that the Eddingtons 
said supported their findings also 
were posted on the IntemeL Slat- 
kin said. 


Arab Fighters Took Part in 
Anti-Russian Operation, Chechen Chief 


CAIRO. EGYPT (AFP)-Ten Arab 
fighters took part in anti-Russian 
operations last year and two of 
them were killed, Chechen rebel 
field Commander Shamil Basayev 
said in an interview published yes- 


terday. 

Basayev told Che London-based 
Arabic newspaper Al-Hayat that 
the operations, which he led. were 
mounted August 1995 in Russian 
cerritory and Dagestan, neighbor 


mg Chechnya. 

He~paid tribute to young men 
from Arab and other Muslim coun- 
tries who came to fight alongside 
the Chechens, but did not disclose 
the nationality ofthe 1 0 Arabs who 
took part in the August 1 995 opera- 
tion. 

Russian authorities have fre- 
quently accused the Chechen sepa- 
ratist rebels of using Arab 
mercen .'tries. 

Basayev criticized the peace ac- 
cord signed at the end of January 
with Moscow, which brands him 
the world's lending terrorist, but 
said he wanted lo run in planned 
J.inuary elections in Chechnya. 

He denied calling for an Islamic 
state in Chechnya along the lines 
of Iran or Sudan. "However 
Chechens must learn the Quran 
(Muslim holy book) and not the 
woiks of Lenin," Basayev said. 

Basayev led the separatist giicr- 
riilas' assault on Grozny in Au- 
gust. He earned notoriety in Russia 
after leading a raid on the southern 
town of Budennovsk in June 1995. 
seizing more than 1,000 hostages 
in a hospital.

WASHINGTON'. L'.S A. (AFP) - 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
Director Louis Freeh has ordered a 
scaling back of FBI teams in Saudi 
.Ar^ia for lack of Saudi coopera- 
tion in the investigation of a June 
bomb blasL according to a report 
\ esierday . 

The New York Times reported 
that Freeh has become exasperated 
w ith the L'.S. agency being cut off 
from the Saudi investtgaiion ofthe 
June 25 truck bombing that killed 
19 .Americans, and the lack of in- 
teraction has compelled him to halt 
the deployment of FBI replace- 
ment teams being sent to Saudi 
Ar^ia. 

The paper reported that over 70 
agents were sent to the scene after 
the Dhahran blast, but that number 
has dwindled to fewer dian a 
dozen. 

The paper quoted unnamed law 
enforcement officials speaking 
Friday as saying that replacement 
agents who t^ere to have beerx sent 
to Saudi Arabia early this week 
were ordered to remain on their 
regular assignments. 

In addition, agents who were on 
site and who had already been 
moved to Riyadh had been reas- 
sign^. Che paper sat'd. 

The United States has not con- 
cluded who was responsible for the 
truck bombing despite a report of 
arrests and an Iranian connection. 
Defense Secretary William Perry 
said Friday. 

The Washington Post reported 
that Saudi Arabia is holding 40 
suspects in the bombing ofthe U.S. 
military facili^ and that evidence 
points to Iran as the possible cul- 
prit. 


Milosevic Confident of 
Victory in Yugoslav Polls 




BELGRADE (AFPj - Voters in the 
Federal Republic of Yugoslavia go 
to the polls today for die first eleo- 
tions since war ended in neighbop 
ing Bosnia, with President 
Slobodan Milosevic predicting 
victory for his leftist coalition. 

Milosevic, buoyed by tite lifting 
of international economic sano 
tions a month ago. has predicted a 
"hisioric victory" for his ruling So- 
cialist Party (SPS).

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Heairy Fighting in Goma, Aid Workers Evacuated 


COMA. ZAIRE (AFP) • Coma 
was plunged into heavy fighting 
yestaday as Rwandan troops were 
reported to be attacking and push- 
ing back Zairean soldiers in the 
embattled town, from which die 
last aid woricers were evacuated. 

An AFP photographer who 


i^ent into die eastern Zairean tovwi 
yesterday morning reported fierce 
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clashes in the center between 
Zairean soldiers and what looked 
like uniformed Rwandan troops. 

Zairean soldiers began pulling 
back amid exchanges of RPG 
rocket fire and mortar and auto- 
matic weapons fire, he said. 

Residents left in the town began 
looting, first breaking ipto ware- 
houses and depote belonging to hu- 
manitarian aid oTganiations such 
: • as the Red Cross, then plundering 

stealingnelevis/ons, refrig- 
erators and anything else they 
could get their hands on. 

Fighting has been raging for 
several . days between Zairean 
troops and Tutsi rebels for control 
of Coma, capital of North Kivu 
Province. Rwandan soldiers were 
reported Friday to have entered the 


town in support of the rebels. 

Rebel Tutsis claim to have al- 
ready seized a huge chunk of east- 
ern Zaire, including Bukavu, the 
capital of South Kivu, and frie port 
of Uvira. 

Earlier, in the street in front of 
his hotel in central Goma. this AFP 
journalist also saw armed elements 
who could not be identified firing 
an RPG grenade launcher toward 
the Zaire-Rwanda border 300 me- 
ters (yards) away. Automatic 
weapons fire could be heard from 
all nearby streets, although it was 
impossible to say who was firing at. 
whom. 

The final 108 aid workers and 
1 1 foreign journalists were later 
evacuated just across the border 
the Rwandan town of Gisenyi, 
from where artillery and automatic 
weapons fire could be heard con- 
tinuing in Goma.

Edberg's Last Stand 

PARIS fAFPi - Siefan Edberg (above) walked off court to an emotional 
standing ovation at the Paris Indoor Open late Monday night alter playing 
his last competitive match in the French capital. 

He smiled sadly, held aloit a miniature copy of the tournament trophy 
presented to him by French federation president Christian Bimes, bowed 
politely to all four comers of the stadium, and thanked the crowd for their 
support. 

The cheering continued for several seconds after he had disappeared 
into the laby rinth of corridors under the Bercy Stadium and anybody 
hearing the applause could be forgiven for thinking he had just won the 
S«.5 million event. 

The 30-y ear-old former world number-one, who is to retire after the 
Davis Cup final against France in Sweden later this month, bowed out. to 
I2ih seeded compatriot Thomas Enqvist, going down 6-4. 7-6 (8/6). 

And he played his final match as he would best like to be remembered, 
serving and volleying with the same conviction which had made him break 
from the mold of Swedish baseliners over a decade ago and giving one 
hundred per cent in a hard-fought tie-break as he strove against the odds 
to turn back the clock. 

Still drawn to the net like a magnet, Edberg was still able to delight the 
crowd with his elegant volleying, and if popularity won matches Edberg 
would have lived to fight another day. 

But it was not to be. 

Enqvist hitting sledgehammer grounstrokes from the baseline and 
smy ing ice calm under pressure picked off Edberg's service time and again 
w'ith deadly accurate returns. 

He broke Edberg only once, in the last game of the 36-minute first set 
tucking away a sizzling cross-court backhand out of reach. But he then 
appeared to lose his momentum when Edberg fought his way 5-2 clear in 
the second set tie-break. 

Enqvist admitted he had mixed feelings after his victory. 

"Stefan is a great competitor and it is always a special feeling to play 
him. It was an honor for me to play him. But once you’re on court you 
play to win. 

"When I’m not playing I like to see Stefan win too you know. He's 
one of the guys you always look up to."

NEW YORK (AP) - British Tele- 
communications PLC is in ralks to 
merge with MCI Communicatioas 
Corp., a mammoth deal that 
would be the most recent in a slew 
of major phone-company mar- 
riages. 

MCI said in a short staiemem 
Frid^ that the huge global deal 
could be announced as early as 
Monday. It would rank as one of 
the bi gg est foreign takeovers of a 
U.S. company ever. 

British Telecom, the domisant 
phone company in Great Britain, 
already owns 70 percent of MCI, 
whidr is the No. 2 long-distance 
company in the United States. 
Curreotiy. .MCI stock is worth 
about $20 billiOD, so a purchase of 
die rest would likely be worth at 
least $16 billion. 

Such a merger would follow 


several mtgor Teleconi deals, most 
recently long-distance provider 
World^m Inc.'s agreement to 
buy MFS Commimications Co. 
for about S14.4 billion. 

Other big announced deals in- 
clude Bell Atlantic Corp.'s 
merger with Nynex Corp. and 
SBC Communications Inc.’s pur- 
chase of Pacific Telesis Group. 

"MCI announced this after- 
noon that its board of dm^ors is 
considering a possible strategic 
merger with 6T," the company 
said in a short staiement. "MCI 
anticipates that its deliberations

Joblessness a problem for Yugoslav government 


BELGRADE (Renter) - Yugosla- 
via is Itcading for the federal elec- 
tions on Sunday amid widespread 
discontent will) living standards 
and an economy clearly missing 
official growth laigets. 

Almost a year after the suspen- 
sion of U.N. sanctions, nearly 
three million 'people — 28.9 per- 
cent of the population of Serbia 
and Montenegro — are living in 
poveit)' according to a Red Cross 
study. 

Ordinary people, who enjoyed 
the highest standaid of living in 
Eastern Europe before former Yu- 
goslavia's disintegration in 1991, 
feel the full e.\lenl of daily misery. 
Average per capita income 
fallen to a year. 

A wave of protests involving 
thousands of employees demand- 
ing work and the payment of 
wages ovcrdiie for months in key 
industrial centers such as Nis, 
ICragujeN'ac and the Belgrade sub- 
uibs has shaken the authorities. 

The ruling Socialists and oppo- 
sition parties are promising an im- 
provement in but diri^elief and 
discontent are rife. 

"I don't c.vpect a better life. 
My pension will be late again and 
I'll have to keep that miserably 
paid second job to make ends 
meet" said a 58-^i‘ear-old pen- 
sioner referring, to her additional 
MKJ dinar (S60) a month income. 

A 2S-year-old engineer said: 
'Tl will lake at least 10 years for 
tiling to get better. I'll go lo Can- 
ada as soon as I gel my visa." 

The go)'cmmcnl lias repented 
its comniilmcnl lo ciincnc>' and 
price slabllit>' in a vogue outline 
of its 1997 economic goals. 

Bill economists saw no pro- 
gress wiiliout foreign investrnem 
and genuine reform. Earlier esti- 
mates said Yugoslavia needed 
$2.5 billion a year to dc\ elop. 

In 1996 Yugoslatia's gross do- 
mestic product will grow 5-6 per- 
cent at best lo reach $ 13.5 billioa 


This falls short of the official 12.5 
percent growth target and remains 
47 pereenl below pre-1991 level 
economists say. 

The original forecast was 
based on e.'q)ectations that U.N. 
sanctions would be lifted com- 
pletely soon after the Dayton 
Peace Accord was signed in No- 
vember 1995. 

But the hoped for revival of in- 
dustries made idle by sanctions 
and an e?q)ort boom hove not ma- 
terialized. 

Yugoslavia will have a $1.S 
billiOD trade gap at the end of 

1996. Its nine^nonth exports 
stood at $1.26 billion and exports 
at $2.65 billion. 

"Exporters sell at low 
prices.. .it is painful but yve must 
realize export earaiogs are not the 
key to our problems," said Danko 
Djunic, bead of the economics in- 
stitute. Companies need lo down- 
size and adjust to new market 
reality, he added. 

mW economists were puz- 
zled about sources of financing 
the trade gap. 

"The govenimem says over $1 
billion is paid fiom companies' 
bank accounts held abroad," Sto- 
jan Stanienkovic of the Institute 
of Economic Sciences told 
Reuters. 

But even so, those funds vvill 
be c.>[hausted and the trade gap 
vvill hove to be financed from offi- 
cial reserves. "In ari>' case, we 
cannot live on vvilhoul foreign 
csipitnl" he said.

"It means fresh 
capital, new management and 
high technologies.” 

Defending the goverrunent's 
economic stand, a leading govern- 
ment economist Oskar Kovac 
praised Belgrade's commitment to 
its current policy. "There were 
huge temptations lo prim money 
to pay wages and pensions, but 
the gov'crmnem Fcsistcd." 

Economists also cautioned 
against high inflationniy expecta- 
tions. The annual inflation rate 
stood at 8.^.8 percent in Septem- 
ber. 

"Overall economic surround- 
ings and high inUntionao' c.vpec> 
tations are wonying." said Goran 
Pitic of the economics institute, 
adding any progress depended on 
lestracturing. 

But industry icstraauring was 
out of question until the goverrh 
ment presents a clear social pro- 
gram, one analyst said. A complete 
economic and social program 
waits for the state to negotiate 
deals with the Imemational 
Monetary Fund and other credi- 
tors. 

Despite tight Central Bank pol- 
icy and tl)c dinar stable at .".3 to 
the Gcniuin mark over past 11 
months, the local financial market 
expects n posi-clcciion devalu- 
ation. 

Mladjan Dinkic of the Bel- 
grade School oT Economics ex- 
pected the dinar rate to be 
changed after the elections. 
"Sucking to an overrated currency 
is e.xpensiv'e for the state. The rale 
is being preserved because of the 
elections only, lo leave an impres- 
sion of stabili'tv”.

This 
ele\ aiion can be caused bv mam' 
illnesses, but when there is on irr- 
fection attacking the body, a 
higher teniperature docs indeed 
pla> a role in fighting imading 
bacteria. 

Bacteria ihri\c best at normal 
boch' icinpcraturc. and their repro- 
duction is slowed down b> higher 
lc\cls. TIk liighcr Uic tempera- 
ture. or more pronounced the fe- 
ver. the more vulnerable the 
bacteria become. That makes it 
easier for the body's own de- 
fenses. such ns the protecth'e 
wliilc blood cells that literally "eat 
up" the bacteria, to reduce the 
spread of germs and help wipe out 
an infection. Unless a fever be- 
comes uncoiiifonably high orpio- 
I'okcs a comulsion. it can be 


allowed 10 nm its course. 

Fc\'ers arc gcnemlly hi^icr in 
the aft'Cmoon or early c% cning and 
arc higher and more frequent in 
children than adults. .As you gel 
older, the body 's reaction to infec- 
tion is lessened and the level of 
the icn^raiure is also reduced. 

There arc a few things that can 
be done to help make a high tcni- 
peraiure more tolerable. Drink 
plenty or iiquios when a lever is 
present Bathing in a tub of luke- 
warm water is helpful (it's unnec- 
essary to subject a ^^iea to an 
upcomfort^ie cold bath or show- 
er). Usually when imeose sweac- 
i^'devdops, the infectioD is just 
about conquered, and recoveiy is 
around the comer

"Grumpy Old Men" at Greater Risk 

of Heart Attack 


DALLAS (Reotei) - "Giunqiy old 
men" are iq> to three tiniK more 
likely to safofiDm bean disease 
than their calmer contemporaries, 
accoidmg to a new sdentific 
study to be published yesterday. 

Ibe Study by a team of Bokon 
scientists involved 1.305 men 
aged between 40 and 90. The men 
were categorized in 1 986 in tenns 
of their abilify or in^ility to con- 
trol anger and the scientists 
tradeed their health over foUow- 
ii^ years. 

Results showed a direct link 
between anger and risk - ihc 
higher the lc\el of anger, the 
higher the risk of Uie bod>’ re- 
sponding with a heart attack or 
chest pains. 

Even when age and oUter fac- 
tors like tobacco and alcohol con- 


sumption were factored irt nren 
who scored between five and 14 
00 the apger scale w'eie .3. 1 5 times 
more likely ro suffer a heart anack 
than the t^wer men. who scored 
Oor 1. 

"Men who have very violent 
oulbrrists of anger arc at a greater 
risk." Dr. Ichiro Kawaclri. who led 
the study team, lold Reuters. 

Kawachl said men who casrh' 
fly into a rage should try to calm 
down in order to better proiecl 
themselves from Ircait trouble. 
"Some people arc chronically, ex- 
cessi\'cl\‘ and unrcasonnbh' an- 
gry.. .for tlKisc people, a course of 
anger managcmcni might be help- 
ful.” he said — adding tliat their 
rainilics and neighbors might also 
benefit. 

Of the 1.305 men. none of 


whom suffered from heart disease 
ivbcn the study begaa 20 wem on 
to suffer fatal licart attacks. .30 had 
non-fatal heart attacks and 60 de- 
^'elopcd angina pectoris., or chest 
pains caused by heart disease. 

None of (he almost 2<K» calnv- 
cst men suffered fatal hcait at- 
tacks. Tltcrc w'crc eight heart 
attack victims among (hose who 
scored (Yvo (o' four on (ho anger 
scale and 12 of die angriest group 
of men were killed b> heart at- 
tacks.

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New Clues to Life on Mars 


LONDON (AFP).- New evidence 
has come to light that life may 
have existed on Mars billions of 
years ago and could still be there- 
tod^. a statement from the De- 
partment of Trade and Industry 
(DTI) said recently. 

British scientists from the 
Open University and the Natural 
History Museum have confirmed 
that a second meteorite from the 
red planet contains si^iificant 
amounts of organic material, the 
statement added. 

The scientists also found tiny 
amounts of carbonate in the origi- 
nai martian meteorite with a geo- 
logical signature suggesting it was 
■formed from methane — a gas 
often produced by micro-organ- 
isms:--. 

The new evidence was ast- 
nouDced here at a meeting of sci- 
entists to discuss the possibility of 
e.xtrateiTestrial life hosted by Sci- 
ence Minister Ian T^Ior. 

The DTT statement said if the 
new findings were accepted it 
would mean there could have 
been life on Mars only 600,000 
years ago. 

Geologically this is suffi- 
ciently recent for ilicre to be a 


good chance that life might still 
exist in protected areas of the 
planet it is claimed. 

In August e.\perts at the U.S. 
Space Agency NASA caused a 
sensation by claiming that a Mar- 
tian meteorite discovered in Ant- 
arctica in 1984 contained crude 
fossils from primitive rructo-or- 
ganisms. 

Scientists are still locked in a 
fierce debate over whether the 
“fossils" rcalh’ were evidence of 
life or caused b>' chemical proc- 
esses. 

The first meteorite. ALH 
$4(XU. dates back about 3.6 bil- 
lion years and was blown off the 
surface of Mars and into space by 
an asteroid smashing into the 
planet Millions of years later it 
crashed onto Earth. 

The new meteorite, EETA 
79001. was formed 180 million 
years ago aixl is therefore much 
youngex. Like its cousin, it was 
blasted off the suiiaoe of Mars by 
an asteroid impact 

But BETA 79001, which was 
also found in Antaictica in 1979, 
was blown into space only 
600,000 years ago. 

The key finding announced 
lately is that the rock contains sig- 


nificant amounts of organic mate- 
rial — op to 1,000 parts per 
milUon — which is yet to be ideo- 
tified. 

66^ it appears to have been de- 
posit^ within a teiqpeiature zone 
which on Earth is associated with 
life. 

Colin PilliDger of (he Open 
Univeisfty said at the meeting that 
"these findings oficT the strongest 
s^iport yet for the hypodie^ that 
life once e.\isted on the planet 
Mars." 

Although the findings have not 
yet been published. Pillioger said 
th^ were^ oonsideied ingwrtairt 
enough to iumouiice immediately. 

He personally fdt cMrain th^ 
was life on other planets. 

"It would be iiKiedibly egotis- 
tical for us to believe we are tire 
onfy planed in the TJnivexse with 
life on it." he said. 

One of the sdeidists involved 
in the research revealed that a 
third Martian meteorite stored at 
the Natural History Muslim since 
1913 would now be made avail- 
able to researchers. 

Monica Grady, fiom the Natu- 
ral History Museum, said the me- 
teorite NAKHX^ fell as a shower 
of stones in Egypt in 1 9 1 1 .

The New York-based Commit- 
tee to Protect Journalists, which 
gives the awards, said it will also 
present a special honor to New 
York Times publisher Arthur 
Ochs Sulzberger to mark the 25th 
anniversary of his paper's deci- 
sion to publish the Pentagon Pa- 
pers. a secret history of the 
Vietnam war that the Nixon ad- 
ministration tried to stop from be- 
ing made public. 

The awards will be g^ven at a 
dinner in New Yoric on November 
26 at which a special tribute will 
be given in memory of Veronica 
Guerin, the Irish Journalist who 
won the 1995 Press Freedom 
Award and who was murdered last 
June in apparent retribution for 
her investigation of the drug trade 
in Ireland. 

Turkish journalist and editor 
Ocak IsUc Yurlcu, currently serv- 
inga 15-year jail term for dissemi- 
nating "separatist propaganda.’ 
was honored for his new-dosed 
paper's reporting of the Kurdish 
issue. The committee quoted 
Yuncu as saying, "Nobody in the 
world has been sentenced to so 
many years in prison for articles 
others have writtea." 

Palestinian journalist Daoud 
Kuiiab, project director of the 
Arabic Media Intemet network 
and president of the Palestinian 
Audio-Visual Union, was hon- 
ored for challenging censorship of 
both* me Israeli^ govemmcDt and 
the Palesiiiuan Authority. 

The committee said Kashmiri 
reporter Yusuf Jameel was being 
recognized for his reporting in 
Kashmir and for withstanding as- 
sassination attempts, beatings and 
threats from all sides in the con- 
flict.

From a holocaust survivor’s 
rain forest sculpture and an 
American fable chronicling the 
ruin of the world’s ecosystem, 
‘^Villetie-Amazon: A Manifesto 
for the Environment in the 21st 
Century” is an artistic reflection 
on the ecological choices facing 
mankind. 

“The point of , the show is that 
the environment isn't something 
abstract. It's closer than we 
think," said curator Jacques 
Leenhardt in an interview. 

"How can we perpetuate pro- 
gress and development without 
polluting the air we breathe and 
the water we drink? How can Third 
Worid pr^lations overcome pov- 
erty and achieve financial inde- 
pendence without destroying the 
environment?'’ he said. “These 
are the questions raised by the 
art.” 


The show, which opened last 
week and runs until Nov. 30. also 
provides some practical tips to the 
ecologically concerned.

(Meantime, his movie was 
deemed best at the Venice Film 
Fesnval and Liam Neeson's brio- 
filled performance as the title 
role's “Big Fella" nabbed best- 
acror lanxirs. ) 

Jordan l3gure.s certain .segments 
of the Brio.sfi pres.s don't want any 
afreet of the Irish experience to be 
made inni ftlnis. “There's nothing 
, I can do about dial." Jordan says. 
“Yeats' poetry wa.s written about 
■lie same period. Tliey don't call 
Yeats an apologist ft»r tltc IRA, do 
dicy? ... Yeats \va.s a very strong 
repuhlicaii in his day." 

He also thinks that pan of the 
problem between Ireland and Eng- 
land is “dtat any anempt to exam- 
in; certain facts always gives rise 
(n fund tif hysterical pasiiions." 

So liisinru:al integrity was im- 
portant to him in making ±is 
movie. 

The 46-year-old Irisli director- 
screenwriter maintains it's "a fair 
represeiiution" of the period 
(1916-1922). 

'•Even very, very conservative 
liLsiorians would say that Tliey 
would argue witli certain details 
and things that !*ve done.

regard to the broad .slupe of die 
movie, of the stor>'. 1 don't think 
any could argue it*s pejorative or 
propagandi.st." says Jordan, 
whose la.st film vrd& “Interview 
with the Vampire." 

His new film presents* the short 
career of the man who led a guer- 
rilla war agaiast the British ti> cre- 
ate a free Irish republic - and 
semi-succeeded. It follows Collins 
as be directs the IRA’s assasstDa- 
tion of key British imelligeoce fig- 
ures in Dublin; leads a delegation 
to Britain that induced a compro- 
mise treaty in December J92J; 
and fells to persuade IRA diehards 
to accept the treaty, cuhninating in 
his assassination at age 31 during 
the subsequent civil war. 

Jordan concedes that while 
well-done histories should be bal- 
anced and cemprebensive, films 
don't lend -themselves to those 
trails. 

"Nobody lives their life with 
the advantage of historic objectiv- 
ity. The one thing you can do in a 
dramatic reconsnuction, ... you 
can show the kind of confusion out 
of which events arise," Jordan 
says. "I think you can give a better 
account of life as lived." 

So Jordan focuses on the emo- 
tion, particulaily among CnMirw 
his best friend (Aidan Quinn) and 
the woman they vie for (Julia 
Roberts) and their moral dilem- 
mas. And, yes, be do(» take some 
liberties with die fects, combining 
three real people into the double 
agent character played by Stephen 
Rea.

Collins." Jordan directed films 

tiiat touched on Irish politics - and 
couched a raw nerve. 

Slings of politicized peevish- 
ness were aimed at him after 
first movie 14 years ago, ''An- 


gel." Released in the United 
States as "Danny Boy." it's about 
a young sa.'tophonist who gets 
sucked into Northern Irela^'s 
sectarian violence. The press over 
there pilloried Jordan for his apo- 
litical approach to the camtry’s ^ 
problems. 

And the director’s 1992 hit 
‘ 'The Crying Game' ' - for which 
Jordan won an Academy Award 
for original-screenplay - was at- 
tacked hy sane who saw a sympa- 
thetic ^rtrayal of the IRA. 

In a recent interview, though, 
Jordan sounds less than totally 
sympathetic to the modem IRA. 

He doubts Collins would be a 
proponent of terrorism as it’s 
practiced today. Back Aen, Col-^ 
lins* targets were all British 
agents, and he demurred on fee 
more radical plans to bomb Lon- 
don and kill civUians or to assassi- 
nate cabinet members. And Jordan 
maintains Collins would never be 
involved in the "war of atiritioa" 
(hat the provisional IRA has 
fought against the British. 

Jordan observe,s that Collins 
accomplished "an extra-ordinary 
amount “ in his short life.

"I think it's a perfectly good 
question. It's its own answer, isn't 
it? ...

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The Early History of ‘11m al-UsuP

'Urn al-usul rapidly entered the 
phase of writing and compilation. 
Thus al-Sheikh Muhammad b. 
Muhammad b. al'Nu'man. known 
as al-Mufid (d. 413/1022). wrote a 
book on usul, continuing tiie line 
taken by Ibn .Abi Aqil and Ibn 
al-Junayd before him and he criti- 
cized some of their opinions. Aier 
him came his disciple al-Seyed al- 
Munada (d. 436/1044) who de- 
veloped the usuli tradition and 
wrote a comparatively e-xtensive 
worit on 'il/n ai-uxul entitled Al- 
Dhari'ah. where in the introduc- 
tion of this book, unparalleled in 
its coniprehensiveness, he men- 
tions the usuli tendencies tliat dis- 
tinguish the Imarnhyah for their 
comprehensiv'eness and inclusK’e- 
ness. 

Seyed Muitada was not alone 
amongst the pupils of al-MuTid to 
continue the development of the 
new science and to write on it. A 
number of other pupils of al- 
MuTid also wrote books and 
among them is Sallar b. ‘Abd al- 
Aziz al-Dayiami fd. 436/1044) 
who wrote a book entitled Al- 
Taqrih Ji usul al-fiqh. 

Also among them was the pio- 
neering legist. al-Sheikb Miih^- 
mad b. al-Hasan al-Tusi (d. 
469/1079) who took over the role 
of leadership in fiqh after bis 
teachers Sheikh Mufid and Seyed 
Murtada. He wrote his book M- 
‘Vddah fi al-Usul on jurispru- 
dence. w hich entered a new' era of 
intellectual maturity at his hands, 
in the some way as ftqh itself rose 
(0 a higher level of expansion and 
ramincatiorL 

Parallel to the studv* of ‘Um al- 
usul in this era was the extensive 
efibrt made to collect the tradi- 
tions narrated from the Imams of 
the Ahl al-Bayt (‘a) and to merge 
the smaller collections into eiKy- 
clopedic compilations. Thus at the 
end of this era the Imami tradition 
had produced four encyclopedic 
source works of hadith. Al-Kafi 
by TJiiqat al-Islam Muhammad b. 
Ya'qub al-KLulayni {d. 329/940;, 
Man la Yahduruh al-faqih by al- 
Saduq. Muhammad b. 'Ali b. al- 
Husscin Cd. 381/991) and 
Al’Tahdhib and also Al-Jstibsar 
by Sheikh Tusi. who wrote the 
former book duriiig the life of 
Sheikh Mufid These works are 
kiK)wn in the Imami parlance as 
'the Four Books' (al-kutub al- 
Arab ‘ah). 

The Developmenl of Theory 
and .\pplicalion by Sheikh Tusi 

The share of Sheikh Tusi to 
u.sul was not confined to contimi- 
ing the line of his predecessors. 
Rather his pioneering work 
opened a new diopter of all-round 
development in legal and scien- 
tific thought. His book .4/- 'Uddcdi 
represented the usuli side of this 
d^'elopment. whereas his work 
Al-Mabsut represented a great ad- 
vancement in legal studies on the 
les'el of application parallel to the 
de\’elopment of theoretical juris- 
pnideoce. 

The qualitative difference be- 
tween the scientific approach de- 
rived from this de\'elopmcnt and 
the cadier approach allows us to 
consider Sheikh Tusi the dh'iding 
line between the two scientific 
eras, the preliminary era and the 
age of scientific maturit>'. It was 
the pioneering role of the Sheikh 
wliich brought the Dreliminaiy era 
lo a close and bunched a new sci- 


entific age in whicl)./7iyA and u.vul 
acquired unprecedented sophisti- 
cation. precision, and a charac- 
teristic scientific mentality.

DUBLIN (Reuter) - If you want to 
impress somebody in an Irish pub 
these days, cry chatting to them in 
an ancient Celdc dialect first spo- 
ken by pagan tribes more chan 
2,500 years ago. 

After decades nf decline, the 
Irish language is making a come- 
back. Once derided as a dead lan- 
guage, it is now being learned by 
increasing numbers of people 
seekiag to rediscover their coun- 
try's narive tongue. 

"Irish has become bshionable 
again." said Aine O'Cuireain, 
manager of the Teaching Institute 
at Gael Linn, an organizadon dedi- 
cated CO teaching die Irish lan- 
guage. 

"There was a time when, if you 
were in die pub with friends and 
you were speakiI^* Irudi. people 
would give you odd looks," she 
told Reuters. "Now the looks 
would tend to he admiring." 

The Irish language wasbrou^t 
tu the island hy migrating Celtic 
tribes long before the birth of Je- 


liim widiiii (lie general framework 
of die Imami schixd of law.

from a historical point of view, the 


SU.S. For centuries it was Ireland’s 
native language and the basis for a 
flourisiiiug literary culture. 

But as the English colonization 
of Ireland began in the I6tb cen- 
tury. the language was marginal- 
ized and suppressed and English 
became the language of the ruling 
classes. 

By the time the independent 
Irish state was boro in 1922, the 
Irish language was already fading. 
Tile new country made Irish its 
main official language and teach- 
ing of Irish became compulsory in 
schools. 

Bui the language continued to 
decline, .surviving mainly in re- 
mote areas on die countiy's wild 
fringes. 

A 1 993 survey hy the Linguis- 
tics Institute of Ireland estimated 
that orUy four peroent of die coun- 
try had nadve-.speaker ability in 
Irish, while a further nine percent 
could follow rao.st conversations. 

But the tide is turning. Gael 
Lirm .says the demand fi>r its lan- 
guage clas.ses has soared in the last 
tu'o years.
